The bed pan has a pair of inverted U-shaped tubular frames 
(1,2). The two frames are pivoted at the centre to make the frame 
foldable. A moulded plastic board (3) with a seat hole (5) forms seat 
of the toilet. The seat is supported on horizontal member of the two 
frames. The seat is encircled between the two horizontal parts of the 
frames at top end of the frames. 

Number of hanging hooks (8) are provided in the bottom periphery of 
the seat around the seat hole. After unfolding the frame, the seat is 
fixed on the frame and a disposable vinyl bag (6) is hung from the 
hanging hooks. A paper napkin (7) is placed in the vinyl bag . The 
vinyl bag with the paper napkin forms excreta tank. After using, 
opening of the bag is closed and detached from the hook for disposal 
to incineration place.

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To construct a toilet from a 
toilet seat part of the folding stool type and a 
removable toilet bowl part constructed only of a 
consumable part that together with excrement can be 
incinerated after use, and to enable saving the power of 
care persons. 

SOLUTION: A portable toilet has a toilet seat part of 
the lightweight, compact folding stool type to save 
storage space and to enable the toilet to be carried 
around by one hand. A toilet bowl part is constructed
